It—Letter Giving His Views 


New York, Jan. 
27.—The possi- 


bility of the federal authorities hav- 
ing to stand aside to permit the stale 
and county of New York to proceed 
against the publishers of the 
New 


York World for the alleged libel in 
connection with the 
Panama pur- 


chase was made apparent in a letter 
written by District Attorney Jerome 
to United 
States District Attorney 


Btirnson. 


Provided Douglas Robinson, broth- 


er-in-law of President Roosevelt, is 
willing to appear as 
a 
complainant 


witness, Jerome is ready, the letter 
states, to begin action at ouce in the 
state courts. It would be useless for 
him to do so, however, he explains, 
if his inquiry is not given precedence 
over that begun before the federal 
grand jury, as acquittal or convic- 
tion in one court would act as a suffi- 
cient defense ia the other. 


"I have given the matter published 


in the New York World of Oct. 3, 


190S, 
careful consideration," the let- 


ter says, "and am oC the opinion that 
it is plainly a libel upon Charles P. 
Tatt and Douglas Robinson, assum- 
ing, of course, that it is untrue as to 
the syndicate mentioned therein and 
their alleged 
connection 
therewith. 


Under the law of this state its pub- 
lication is a crime, and as it was pub- 
lished in the county of New York it 
is my duty under certain 
circum- 


stances to prosecute those responsible 
for the publication. 


"The publication has a, much wider 


general importance than is found in 
most libels. 
It, in subsiance, charges 


that by corrupt, and dishonorable, if 
not criminal means, the treasury o[ 
the United States was depleted to the 
extent of 530,500,000 through the con- 
nivance, to give it no harsher descrip- 
tion, of some of the chief officers of 
the' slate, and that this great sum wa= 
'divided among government favorites 
in the world of politics and finance.' " 


Mr. Jerome then voices his convic- 


tion that so serious a charge should 
not pass unchallenged and that ade- 
quate justification should be shown 
or those making it properly punished. 


"From this point of view," the 


letter continues, "the federal authori- 
ties, it seems to me, have a dtstinct 
interest and a positive duty to per- 
form, and from what you tell me, it 
would seem that the jurisdiction of the 
fe'doral courts is adequate. 


"There is another point of view, 


however. 
While the whole people of 


the United States have been injured 
by the publication of: such false and 
libelous matter, the .people of this 
state have received a distinct and sep- 
arate iujury in that one of its citizens. 
Douglas Robinso^n, has had false mat- 
ter published about him in the com- 
munity in which he lives and is re- 
spected, the direct purpose and ten- 
dency of which is to brand him as a 
dishonorable and dishonest man and 
one who was willing to trade upon the 
honor 
of 
his 
brother-in-law, 
the 


President of the United States. 


"This offense I am loath to allow 


to pass nnpv.uishcd, 
or, 
at 
least, 


without an effort, to properly punish 
it. 
Therefore, should Mr. Robinson 


express to me his wish to have an 
action for criminal libel instituted. 1 
shall institute such an action, provid- 
ed 1 may do so without, an unwise in- 
terference with a matter over which 
the federal courts have jurisdiction 
and in which action has already been 
taken by the federal authorities." 


Mr. Jerome is of the opinion that 


the 
state 
prosecution 
should 
take 


precedence over one by the United 
States.

Measures Advocated by Labor Party, 


In Convention Today 


Portsmouth, 
England, Jan. 27.— 


The ninth annual meeting of the La- 
bor party of Great lirilaiu, which as- 
sembled here today, will discuss mat- 
ters of importance to the working 
people- of this country and to those in 
other 
lands who are 
interested 
in 


measures looking to their advance- 
ment. 
The labor party has thirty- 


one representatives 
in 
parliament, 


and it v.'as largely due to their efforts 
that the old age pension law, which 
went into effect.Jan. 1. was enacted. 


Among the proposals to he dis- 


cussed at the meeting, or convention, 
as it woald be called In the United 
States, is one fixing the old age pen- 
sion 
limit 
at fifty-five 
years 
and 


granting pensions to physically inca- 
pacitated workers at the age of thir- 
ty. 
To provide the necessary funds 


it is proposed that an income tax of 
2 shillings in the pound be levied on 
incomes of £20,000, 3 shillings on in- 
comes of £30.000 and corresponding 
rates up to £200,000, beyond which 
all incomes shall be confiscated to tho 
state. 


James R. MacDonald, member of 


parliament of Leicester, the secretary 
of the labor party, will submit reso- 
lutions including demands for 
the 


special 
taxation of state 
conferred 


monopolies, increased estate and and 
legacy duties and a substantial be- 
ginning of the taxation of land values.
